sea. He is an absolute ruler, and 

holds the power of life and death 
over all the Inhabitant! of the 

mighty deep. "What about

The shark is a fraud, a fakir, a 
sneak and a coward. He eat" 
oarrion anil attacks only cripples 
and weaklings; he is disgusting to

Hois the 
greatest nuisance to the trap fisher- 
man. Be sneaks into their nets In

It was 4 o'clock one July morning.

The Bail and Nettie, a two 
master, sailed out of Block Island 
Harbor " under power, " with Oapt. 
Tal at toe wheel, bound for the 
swordfisbing grounds, thirty miles 
to sea off Montauk Point.

shark. The shark is what he is, and 
he never pretended to ho anything 

else; ho is not responsible foi his re- 
putation ashore; h .> is the unfortu- 
nate victim of press agents. He is 
like some of his unfoatherd bip<d 
fellow creatures on hind — he has 
been misrepresented and written up 
too much. 

The swordflsh is a "ruler by 
divine light" if there ever was one. 
He looks every inch a king. He is 
Mm incarnation of Independence, 

courage, strength and speed. He 
eats nothing he lias not killed with 
his own sword in open battle, and 
when angered or wounded he will 

attack anything afloat. The killing 

of Mm sword fish it more suggestive 
of hunting bit; game than of elicit- 
ing any kind of fish. Indeed, Mm 

Sport may be justly compared to 
hunting lions or grizzly bears. The 

element ol danger is, 1 believe, even 
greater, for these animals are not 
more ferocious when wounded than 
is I he BWerdflsh, and you have the 
added danger of being drowned if 
upset by one of their charges. 

Swordfish vary in weighl from 
about one hundred to one thousand 
pounds as they come from the 
water, the average being about 
throe to live hundred pounds. The 
llesh is linn, almost muscular, and 
a steak cut from the neck or near 
the front tins has, when broiled, the 
consistency of tender beefsteak. He 
is covered witli a tough skin like the 
catfish, which is beautifully irides- 
cent when first taken from the water. 
But the crowning glut y of a swordflsh 
is his sword.

suited to its purpose. The sword is 

firmly set in the upper jaw, or ra- 
ther it is a continuation of the nose 
and upper lip; it varies from two to 
five feet in length; it is three to five 
inches broad where it leaves the 
skill and tapers to a sharp point; 
it is tlat and double-edged. In sub- 
stance the swoid closely resembles 
ivory expect along Mie edges and at 

the point, where there is a setting 

of Hint-like material which is hard 
and Sharp and forms the cutting 
edge. 

About the Lfith of June each year 
the swordflsh make their app 
aranoe in Varying numbers in the 
Waters ten to forty miles off Block 
Island and Motilank. So far as I 
can learn, nobody knows where they 
come from. It is my own opinion 
thai they are not migratory, but are 
a deep-sea fish and come to the sur- 
face in summer to feed on the blue- 
fish and mackerel and othei school- 

fifth which make their appearance 
about this time. 

II is a picture of slaughter to see 
a sword fish attack one of these 
schools. He suddenly dashes into 
the midst of them, swinging his 
great sword from right to loft with

Swordflsh do not I ravel in schools, 
lie is an individualist, always goes 
it alone. You may see two or more 
al once in your visual horizon, but 
that is a mere coincidence. When 
two swordflsh happen to approach 
each other too nearly they im- 
mediately sorparalo, going at Op- 
posite directions at Increased speed. 

The greatest tragedy thai is evei 

enacted by Mm Inhabitants of the 

high seas is a battle between a 
whale and a swordfish. It isalw 
a fight to the death, and the whale 

Invariably does the dying. The 
*' sword" is always Mm aggressor in 
these combats, anil the vicious I'e 
rocity and pitiless persistency with 
which it pursues its ponderous 
victim, coupled with the pathetic 

helplessness of Mm whale to protect 

or defend itself, makes a spectacle 
which once seen will never be for- 
gotten. 

If is a common thing tO 
whales and swordflsh swimming on 
the surface of the ocean in close 
proximity and at peace with each 



Other. But once in a while without 
any apparent oasus belli the sword- 
flsh suddenly rushes at the whale, 
driving its sword full length into its 
side, well forward, in the region of 
its most, vital parts, and the battle 
is on. 

The swordfish immediately backs 
olT from the whale, withdraws its 
sword ami drives it in a second time 
.and so on, repeating this manoeuvre 
until the whale is stabbed to death. 
The whale on his part is practically 
helpless. His only weapon is his 
tail This he lashes from side to side, 
churning the bloody water into 
foam, in frantic effects to hit the 
swordflsh, which he never does, as 
the latter keeps well forward out of 
harm's way. It will even sometimes 
dive under the whale and coming 
up stab him from below. 

•lust why a swordflsh should oe 
casionally kill s whale, which it 
nevei cats, it is difficult to under- 
stand. 1 have asked a number of 

experienced deep-sea fishermen for 

an explanation, but they all plead 
Ignorance, with the exception of one 

ancient mariner, who gave his 
opinion as follows: "You see, the 
'sword' is th« boss of every living 
critter in the ocean, and tho whale 
is the biggest of them ; and while 

they ain't no malice betwixt them, 

the 'sword' has to kill a whale now 

and again jist to show his indepen- 
dence." 

From the general character of the 
Swordflsh, I verily believe the above 
to be a satisfactory explanation of 
these OCOaaional whale murders. 

The swordfish does not come up 
and float on the surface of the ocean 
like a log in order to sleep and sun 
himself, as 1 recently read in apopu- 

(miiium.i 0|lio i ,il,, ,( y 

people believe. He does not float 

on the water tit all but swims 

immediately under the surface, 
exposing to view t uly five or six In 

elms of the top of his forward dorsal 
fin, anil about the same amount of 
the upper fluke of his tail, lie is 
very far from being asleep, as you 
will see if he happens to make out 

a school of fish anywhere in his hori- 
son. 

He is certainly nol sunning him- 
self for one finds f hem " showing," 
as the sailors say, on dark, cloudy 
days as when the sun shines. He 
swims rear the surtace in the sum- 
mer months, because he can kill 
food there more readily than in the 
ocean depths, which are his natural 
habitat, and or no other discern 
able reason. When you sail up 
neai enough to a swordfish that is 
" showing," to see its body just 
Under the surface, it reminds one of 
nothing so much as a submarine 
boat except the two metal flags fore 
and aft. 

The proper equipment for hunt- 
ing swordflsh is a two-masted 
schooner, having a twenty-five 

gasoline engine to fur- 
nish "power" for rapid manieu vot- 
ing, and ji crew ol six men, who are 
not only oxpoil sailors but are also 
expert swordflsh hunteis, as this is 
a very special and dangerous kind 
of sport, and one which novices 
had better let alone. A heavy bar 
of iron is firmly bolted to the free 
end of the schooner's bowsprit ; it is 
long enough to reach to the waist- 
band of an average man, and stand 
perpendicular and almost al a 
right angle to the bowsprit. 

A strong iron band bent into a 
half circle is welded at its middle lo 
the free end of the uptight bar, the 
half circle being large enough to 
admit a man's body. The free ends 
of this semi circular band are braced 
by iron bars, which slant backward 

and are bolted to the sides of the 

bowsprit some distance from Its end 
This structure is called the 
" pulpit." 

And it makes it possible for a 
man to stand safely on the vet- 
of the bowsprit with both hands 
free while ho leans against the 
semi -circular band, which catches 
him around the middle. The man 
in the "pulpit" is called the 
" striker, " and it is his business to 
drive the dart into the swordflsh. 
He ha* a wooden pole some lit 
teen feel long, in one end Of which 
an iron rod two feet long is firmly 
set. 

A barbed dart, made of brass or 
S, lour inches long, is lo 
fitted on Mie end of this rod. In the 
middle of the dart there is a hole, 
in Which a thin, strong rope ia fast 
ened. This rope passes taut along 



the pole and is grasped by the 
striker's hand along with the pole, 
and thus the dart is kept in posi- 
tion on the end of the iron rod 
until it is driven through the sword- 
fish, when the striker lets go the 
rope and draws back the rod and 
pole, leaving the dait buried in the 
fish's body oi hanging below its 
belly ami at right angles to it, thus 
rendering it impossible to pull out 
Mm dart when the fish rushes 
through the water or when it is 
being hauled aboard. 

The rope, die end of which is 
attached to the dart as described 
above, is three hundred feet long 
and is coiled up in a tub on deck. 
To the other end of this rope a keg 
is attached by a In idle fastened 
round each end of it. This keg is 
about the size of an ordinary beer 

keg, but lighter, and is painted 
black so il can be readily seen at a 
distance. 

Three stanch rowboatsin tow com- 
pletes (he "rig" necessary lor sword 
fish hunting. On .Inly -i, 1904, at 4 
A.M , the Karl and Nettie lifted her 
anchor, put up her sails, and, with 
her gasoline engine giving an im- 
itation of a Gatling or Nordenfelt 
rapid-fire gun in action, passed out 
of the harbor at Block Island. 

By 8 o'clock, Tony, the " Purty- 
gee" cook, had given us a good 
breakfast ami the Karl .and "Nettie 
was on the "sword grounds " ('apt. 
Tal was at the wheel. Will Hooper 
was in the "pulpit," with pole in 
hand, ready to "pieach with power" 
Arnie, the "gannotto," which latter 
is the technical name of the look- 
out, who "makes the fish," was aloft 
on tho cross-trees of the foremast 
scanning the mie.

Yale student, and myself were on 
deck, alert, he scanning the poll 
and I the starboard for any game 
Which might escape the eai.de eve of 

the "gannelte." " Steady I" shouts 

Arnie from aloft. "Steady!" re- 
peats ('apt. T.al at the wheel, and 
there a hundred yards directly in 
front of us were two black tri- 
angular tins, t]\^ feet apart, sh 
ing six inches above the water and 
slowly moving in a direction at 
right angles to our course For the 
two minutes, " Starboard!" " Port !" 
"Steadly!" " Keep oil!" . tc, came 
in rapid succession from aloft, as 
Arnie gave Oapt Tal the necessary 

steering instructions to follow the 

zig-zag course of the swordfish and 
bring the " pulpit" right over his 
back. 

Will Hooper Steadied himself, 
loaned forward over the pulpit' grip- 
lied the pole with bis brawny hands, 
poised the harpoon two feel from 
the water for an instant and then 

" chug" we heard, and 4 the bronze 

dart had gone cleat through the 
swordfish, carrying the rope with it 
and hung at right angles six inches 
below its belly. The fish darted 
toward the ocean depths like a flush 
of light. "Overboard with the keg!" 
shouts Oapt. Tal, and overboard we 
threw it, together with three hun- 
dred feet of coiled rope, and tlu. 
Karl and Nettie sailed on. The tish 
straightened out Mu> coiled tope in 
a few seconds and began towing the 

Away it went ovct the surface of 

th(« ocean, sometimes half sub- 

d, again disappearing entirely 

ir. a wave to bob up on the other 

side, suddenly stopping and starling

Alter a time the keg became more 
quiet and the Kail and Nettie, 
which had been circling in the 
neighborhood, sailed n-ar the keg. 
and Ton\ went out to it in a row- 
boat to "tend the fish." He put 
the key in the boat, and standing in 
the stern began hauling on the rope, 
coiling it in a tub, as it is dan 
oils to have the coil in the bollom of 
the boat, where the feet mav 
tangled in It. The fish submitted 
to bo hauled up for a lime, but whe.i 
about a hundred feet of rope had 
been coiled it suddenly slatted 
The rope was jerked from Tot 
hands and Mm coil went out with a 
rush. 

The Portuguese laid down on the 
keg to keep il in the boat, and a 

went boat, keg and Portuguese, the 

square stern of the boat throwing up 
a spray which at limes nearly hid it 

from view.

long, so with some minor struggles 
Tony finally hauled the fish up to 
the neighborhood of the boat. 

When the fish saw the boat it 
summoned its remaining strength 
and charged it This slackened the 
rope and Tonysoon had him along- 
side. Holding the rope with one 
hand he drove a gatT just behind the 
gills ; the water about the boat was 
red with blood, and the battle was 
over. He passed a noose over the 
two flukes of its tail, hauled it up to 
the stern of the boat, made. the 
noose fast to a thwart and was 
ready for the Karl and Nettie. 

We sailed by, caught the painter 
of Tony's boat, and with blook-and- 
taokle hoisted the flsh on deck. 
We caught altogether fourt*>eu 
sword -fish that day. And as the 
sun sank down into the bosom of 
the ocean we sailed homeward. 
The crew dressed the fish on deck 
with knife, axe and saw. When 
their headstalls and fins were cut 
off, and they were Jill ready for 
market, the fourteen weighed three 
thousand four hundred pounds. 

There were a number of exciting 
and dangerous incidents during the 
day, as there always is when sword- 
fish are being taken. One big fellow 
attacked the keg to which lie was 
attached. He drove his sword at it 
repeatedly, each time the keg would 
roll over and the sword would glance 
off, leaving a scar on the paint. 

At last his sword ran into tho loop 
or bridle by which the keg is attach- 
ed to the rope, and this loop passed 
bach over the fish's head and caught 
in his gills in such a way that he 
could not disengage himself. He

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CHINA. 
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The members of the Belfast (ire- 
land) Deal and numb Missionary 
Society and their friends met last 
evening in their lecture hall, 11 
Fisberwick Place, to listen to an 
account given by Mrs. A. T. Mills, 
of Chefoo, China, of work among 
the dvnf and dumb of that great 

empire. Mrs Mills, after express- 
ing her pleasure in meet iirg the deaf 
and dumb of Belfast, and having 
the opportunity of thanking them 
nail ii for their help ami interest 
la the work in China and referring 

to the cirumstanees which led her to 

take an interest in the deaf, espe- 
cially in China, spoke practically 
as follows : — 

It is twenty years since I left the 
U.S. A. and went to China, where 
I began the work of which you al- 
ready know so much through the 
admirably written pages of Miss 
Kntrieans's little booklet, "The 
of the Cbefoo School " So 
thoroughly has she done her work 
that it leaves but little for me to 
add. I should like to emphasize 

all she says about the need of the 
work not only in heathen China, but 
in the home lands. You lo 
Belfast know something of the 
advantages of educating the deaf. 
You know that it can be success- 
fully done, for you have among 
you bright, living examples, who 
are honoured and respected, and 
who are doing good work in the 
world. But what is the condition 
of the deaf mute in China ¥ He is 
looked upon as one upon whom the 
gods have frowned; he is teased and 
Ill-treated by all the boys in his 
native village; he is sent out to beg 
or to gather grass and roots for fuel 
if his parents are pooi, and hidden 
From Sight if the, family is one o( 

wealth and Influence. 

Pioneer work is always difficult, 
but it becomes doubly so in China, 
with her centuries of conserva'ism. 
To prove to the Chinese that the 
deaf can be taught is one of oui 
duties as Christian missionaries 
is sometimes ei roneoiisly believed 
that the number of deaf in China 
is small, consisting only of those 
who have lost their hearing I 

is tho Chinese are credited 
with the custom, which does pre- 
vail to some extent, of destroying 
»II d« infants at birth; but 

in the case ol deafness it must be 
borne in mind that the defect is not 
apparent in infancy, and 1 have 
>et to hear of a case where a deaf 
child has been put out of existence 

by its parents, it may be i 



cared for, but not killed I know 
of a family of six adult deaf mules 
A pupil in my school has two deal' 
sisters, one of whom has been stolen 
for immoral purposes The num- 
ber made deaf by illness is probably 
greater than in other lands, as the 
same diseases thai leave as a result 
deafness exist there that do here, 
and as they can have no skilled 
medical or surgical care, the result 
must oftener be disastrous One 
little boy that was brought to me 
made dejif by illness had had the 
drums of both ears punctured with 
a sharp instrument by S native 
doctor. 

Within a radius of a few miles 
1 know of over sixty deaf boys, and 
several girls have been offered, but 
could not be icceived, as co-educa- 
tion is not allowed in China. Tin- 
estimated number of 400,000 is pro- 
bably not far wrong. It is nol mv 
desire to build up a large institution 
supported by foreign funds ; but I 
do want two small, well-equipped 
schools, where methods can be 
elaborated and native teachers train- 
ed to open schools in other places 

I have already trained two who 
are efficient helpers in the Chefoo 
school, and another, who spent two 
months with me, now has a day 
school in Wu-hu of seven or eight 
pupils. I have had eighteen pupils, 
fifteen of whom are now in tit tend- 
ance Of the four hoys in the old- 
est class, who have been with me 
five years, two are now earning a 
good livelihood as servants for ladies 
who do not speak Chinese. They 
have found Mie deaf boys so quick 
to learn and understand, and so 
faithful, that they would not part 
with them. 

'iter just received from i 

who speaks English well, but 
Si-jerv (the deaf lad) is still the 
brightest and best in the place " 
The other boy has gone with his 
employer to Shanghai, at incn 
wages, and his father, though a poor 
man, has promised to refund to the 
school the first five pounds that his 
boy saves. Another boy is learning 
English in a school for hearint' boys 
preparatory to going to the 
Urian Mission 1 Shanghai to 

learn type setting. The fourth bov 
is learning wood engraving. I have 
found the Chinese deaf hoys quite 
as clever and quick to learn as the 
deal children of Great Britain or 
America. They seem to have in- 
herited through long generations 
most excellent memories. 

The work in the schoolroom is all 
done in the Chinese language, ami 
theeombined system is used 
dilation and lip reading are taught 
to all the boys, but so much time is 
required in learning to write the 
complicated Chinese ch.iractcis that 
we are obliged to do less in other 

lines Knowledge of between three 

and four thousand characters is re 
quired in order to read a Common 
book. The .aim of the school is not 

only to teach reading and writing, 

but to fit the boys for life and its 

responsibilities, to give them the 
means of earning a livelihood, the 
ability to discern between right and 
wrong, Hilda knowledge of salvation 
through Christ. The head tea.-! 
who has taken up amateur phot 
raphy, am) is assisted by Mm deaf 
boys in the printing and ton- 
ing, has earned enough for the 
school to pay his own salary, which 
is about twelve pounds a year, and 
he boards himself. Several new 
pupils have been offered, otic the 
nephew of the Viceroy, Tan Pang, 
A glance at the names on the list of 
dOBOTS will show that help has come 
from the Chinese themselves, and 
we have every reason to expect more 
as the school is better known The 
school, however, is in need of fur- 
ther aid. The time seems to i 
conie when we can take a farther 
step and enlarge il ,,,ol 

and open a school foi girls with 
other trained foreign helper Kor 
this we need one thousand pOOl 

The assistant must be one who loves 

the deaf and has '• .ji, and 

gumption" — a real missions! 

The school is not connecte.; 
any foreign mission Board, and is 
entirely dependent upon volunt 
gifLs. The property is bold "in 
trust for the school" by a commit- 
tee composed of the local British 
and American Consuls, with sei 
al other gentlemen.

Like all Easterners, I had may 

own opinions of Douglas Tilden. 

They wore formed moslly, if not 
entirely, from his "Creed," which 

was published in the lirst issue of 

Hie Onot ., and from his 

other publications, combined with 
the comment on these writhe 

It must bo confessed, ami 1 think 
others will feel the same, that such 
opinions were formed without in- 
quiring into the motive of the 
author. As is very often fho case, 
a writer is vaguely misinterpreted, 

and personal Acquaintance is a 
means of bringing about a better 
understanding. 

One of my many wishes upon 
arriving in California was to meet 
and become acquainted with Mr. 
Tilden 1 felt that to tneel and 
converse with him would either i 

firm my previous estimation of the 

man or else I would have to form a 
new one. Lately, it has been my 
good fori line to make several visits 
to his studio on Webster Street, In 
Oakland. And let it be said in the 
beginning that those calls were not 

made at all with the purpose ol 
oertaining his make-up They were 

disinterested, and made in the de 
sire to become Acquainted with one 
of the foremost deaf" men of our 
time. Hut one cannot help receiv- 
ing impressions when he moot- 
distinguished person, or is sur- 
rounded by the accomplishments of 
a genius. 

My hist Impression was this 
•' Douglas Tildeu is all right " lie 
is a genius, and as such ho should 
be looked up lo hy the deaf, as an 
tuple of what can lie attained by 
persistent toil and dogged determi- 
nation. Dual le to speak or hear, 
the story of how he won sin i 
against odds and compelled 
cognition despite hie affliction ought 
to afford inspiration to every deaf 
person er any other person He 
may have eccentricities; we all have 
our faults If we see anything 
peculiar In him or in his ntteram 
lot us call it the eccentric! I 

genius A SQUlptOr, or a genius, is 
subject lo spells of inspiration and 
is a deep thinker. \lo must think, 

he must observe, he must arrive al 
conclusions, or he cannot create. 

While thi> mind is wandering be- 



tween the intervals of inspiration, 
or is earring out its dictates, it if 
but natural that the mind of this 
man should think of his fellownion. 
He wants to inspire iu them 

"The will that lifts the manabove the clod; 
Emancipation from the earth, not kings." 

He becomes an exhorter and an 
adtnonisher. He opens the half 
closed eyes of those whom he would 
raise up; and ataitled from their 
somi-slumbei they cry, "Treason, 
treason!" and hurl their bitter 
philippics at him. He wants to 
help them by pointing out the truth 
as it is, and as truth goes in the 
deepest, they are aroused to ire. A 
tender chord 1ms been touched ami 
the resultant is all but pleasant. 

Now, what was Tilden's motive 
in writing his "Creed," and in 
publishing the utterances of 
"Zetto?" They were prompted by 
a desire to help his brothers in 
affliction, and were not said in a 
moment of pride and vanity, 
brought, about by distinction. They 
Were sincere To show that ho has 
a deep regard for the deaf, it will 
be remembered by many that some 
lime ago he wrote a very commend- 
able article on the deaf for the San 
Francisco Call. This article was 
republished in the JOURNAL, and 
a perusal id' it will be very con- 
vincing. 

Another evidence of his desire to 
aid the deaf was his suggestion to 
the President of the National As- 
sociation of the Deaf, which was 
printed in the JOURNAL just be- 
fore the recent Convention at 
St. Louis, and which proposed 
the creating of a fund to assist and 
encourage worthy deaf men or 
women in their chosen line of ad- 
vanced work He stood ready to 
hand in the first contribution, if 

resolutions for this purpose were 
adopted. This suggestion was 
brought about by the assistance 
that hail been given him and other 
worthy graduates ot the California 
School. This school has just such 
a fund, but it does not give it to 
them like charity. It loans il to 
them, and la repayable at a future 
time when the beneficiary has at- 
tained a reasonable amount of 

success. Other successful lieaf 

men, such as Redmond, the artist , 

Grady, the lawyer, and Howson, 
the chemist, have been aided by this 
fund. We see no reason why Hie 
plan could not lie copied by other 
schools, or by the N. A. I). Many 
of Hie Slates have Homes for Hi. ir 
aged find infirm, and would not it 
be just as well or better to begin 
witli the young man ot woman who 
shows talent, and lacks only the 
means of following his or her hen!

His studio in the reai of his 
residence is replete with interesting 
things, and, combined with his 
courtesy and willingness to explain, 
all has a double interest.

Mary B. Straw. 
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Visitors During the Week-

Through a letter to one of the 
pupils early in the week we receiv- 
ed the intelligence of the deatli of 
Miss Mary B Straw, a graduate 
and former teacher of the Institu- 
tion. Her death was the more sur- 
prising to us, as but a few weeks 
ago we hail been in correspondence 
on business matters with her, and 
no intimidations were apparent then 
that she would soon he among the 
numbered. She entered the Institu- 
tion aa a pupil about 1868, and 
graduate*! in 1876. Her parents 
were both deaf, while she was aide 
to talk pretty well. She entered 
upon the duties of a teacher in the 
fall of 1S7G, having been appointed 
hy Dr. G. O. Fay, and continued al 
the work until 1890, when she 
resigned to care lor hoi aged father. 
After his death she continued to 
live in the homestead alone, renting 
out the farm to others and support- 
ing herself from the income and 
what she could make from the 

sales of garden truck and poultry. 

Evidently she was getting weary ol 
livhlff alone and had written us ask- 
ing if we knew of a mute family 
willing to rent her place for a pe- 
riod of years. Last Friday, the 6th, 
she wont to Bryan to attend a show, 
and on the following day drove over 
again to dispose of some garden 
produce. On the way back she 
was taken ill, and on reaching her 
home her condition was an eh that 
she could only unhitch her horse 
and allow the animal to take 
of itself. After entering her house 
she laid down and expected after a 
little rest to be allright again. In- 
stead, she grew worse and about one 
o'clock slatted for her nearest 
neighbor some distance off, lo have 
a doctor called. One. reaching the 
place she stated that she must have 
been an hour on the way, and at 

times folt that she could go no 
. > ... 

field. She was in a very weak con- 
dition and suffering greatly The 
doctor arrived about three o'clock 
ami upon examination found that 
She was suffering from acute ap- 
pendicitis, and prescribed accord 
ingly. At 7:80 in the morning she 
expired. 

The funeral was hold in the 
house of the neighbor, whore she 
had died Monday, a Methodist 
minister conducting the services 
The deaf attending were : Mr. and 
Mrs. Froyman and Miss Daisy Fay, 
all of whom liven a few miles' Ironi 
her homo. Miss Fay, to whom Miss 
Straw was particularly attached, 
was expecting a visit from her Sun! 
day, and was shocked, when notified 
that Miss Straw was dead and the 
funeral would bo hold the next day. 
There were no relatives of Miss 
Straw living near her. She had 
but few, and of thoii whereabouts 
her neighbors know not.

Dennis liana, Toledo, visited her 
recently, and expected her soon on 
a visit to their city, and the n< 
hot sudden death was a sad blow to 
them.

The new building will occupy a 
plot of ground about forly-flve feet 
along the street front uiid twenly- 
livc feel in depth. It will bo three 
stories in height, with a basement, 
and will be used lot the social, re 
ligieus and industrial needs of the 
deaf-mutes of New York. The 
amount required for " The Gallau- 
det memorial Pariah Building" will 
be aboul 8:10,000, and the building 
Itself, in Its position and purpose, 

will form a conspicuous monument 

to him whose life was devoted to the 
silent peoples. They themselves 
heartily endorse the memorial.
